ADJUSTED  BIRTH  AND  DEATH  RATE  :  COMPARABILITY  FACTOR 


Local  birth  rates  are  expressed  in  terms  of  population.  These  populations  are  estimated  by 
the  Registrar  General  and  comprise  persons  of  all  ages,  including  those  who  have  no  influence  on  the 
birth  rate.  These  latter  do,  however,  affect  the  birth  rate  in  that  a  high  proportion  of  them  in  a 
population  tends  to  lower,  and  a  small  proportion  tends  to  raise  the  true  rate.  The  size  of  this  pro¬ 
portion  will  vary  in  different  areas  and,  therefore,  the  elimination  of  standardization  of  such  a  factor 
will  give  a  truer  comparison  between  areas. 

The  Registrar  General  issues  a  comparability  factor  on  these  lines.  Multiplication  of  the 
crude  birth  rate  of  an  area  by  the  comparability  factor  gives  the  adjusted  birth  rate  and  can  be  com¬ 
pared  with  the  crude  rate  for  England  and  Wales. 

The  comparability  factor  for  deaths  is  obtained  in  a  similar  way  to  the  above.  The  factors 
for  certain  areas,  where  rapid  increase  or  reduction  in  the  population  materially  affects  its  comparison 
by  sex  and  age  groups,  are  also  adjusted  on  that  account.  Death  rate  area  comparability  factors  are 
adjusted  to  take  account  of  the  presence  of  any  residential  institutions  in  each  area.  Birth  rate  area 
comparability  factors  are  also  adjusted  to  take  account  of  the  presence  of  sterile  populations  in  institu¬ 
tions  for  the  mentally  ill  or  mentally  deficient.

Remarks 

The  bacteriological  condition  of  this  sample  is  excellent  and  the  rest  of  the  chemical  analysis 
differs  little  from  that  of  the  previous  sample.  The  variations  in  chloride  and  in  iron  content  are 
not  greater  than  would  be  expected  in  water  of  this  type.  In  other  respects  the  analytical  character¬ 
istics  of  the  water  are  well-maintained.

Remarks  : — 

The  organic  quality  of  this  water  is  good  and  its  bacteriological  condition  is  very  satisfactory. 
The  total  hardness  is  approximately  23°  Clark,  of  which  15°  is  temporary.  The  free  carbonic  acid 
content  of  the  water  is  ‘balanced’  by  the  total  hardness  so  that  the  reaction  is  almost  neutral,  but 
nevertheless  this  type  of  water  may  be  found  to  have  a  slight  solvent  action  on  new  metals. 

A  trace  of  iron  is  present,  but  is  insufficient  to  warrant  its  removal,  and  in  our  opinion  the 
water  is  suitable  for  drinking  and  general  purposes.

I  have  pleasure  In  presenting  my  seventh  Annual  Report  in  conjunction  with  that  of  your 
Medical  Officer  of  Health,  Dr.  H.  E.  Nutten. 

During  the  year  good  progress  was  made  in  all  sections  of  work  in  the  combined  department, 
although  the  emphasis  upon  housing  and  sewerage  was  becoming  more  pronounced.  Private  develop¬ 
ment  at  Worlingham  continued  to  gather  momentum,  whilst  the  Council  concentrated  on  modern¬ 
ising  their  pre-war  properties,  and  pressed  forward  with  the  sewering  of  further  villages.
